Speakers Compare German 
Poet Wit^i Leonardo da 
, Vinci In Symposium 

BELIEVED IN UNITY 

Dr. Hickson And Professor 
Oertel Give Fifth Of Series 
, Of Memorial Lectures 

Emphasizing Goethtf^ij^ârkable 
accomplishment In bèinWmt( a. scien- 
tist and an artist, tho two speakers 
in the Hymposlum on "Goethe and 
Science" Iri 'rSirpysej Hall, last night, 
pointed out thiit hslde from Le^^ 
da Vinci ■ there has been n^^^l^ 
figure In history who has combined 
these qualities with tho same degree 
of success. This sympo8ium%waB.'the 
fifth of a series of lecture» in' Mra- 
memmoratlon of tho hundredth anni- 
versary of. Goe.Ujo's.Vdeath. 

Dealing wltli VGpethe'B altitude to 
science, Dr. J. Vf. A. Hickson, the 
first speaker, devoted the greater part 
of his lecture to a discussion of Goe- 
the's theory of colour. The German 
artlst-sclentlst'a pioneer firork in col- 
our experimentation brought Into 
prominence the Importance of a con- 
sideration Of the eye itself.- Hla in- 
vestigations. In the opinion of tlje lec- 
turer, had great Influence on latier 
work In this field. , ♦ 

Goethe And .Mathtmatloi 

In cbnsldering Qoethe'S' attitude to- 
wards mathematics. Dr. Hickson 
quoted him . aa demanding, "What is 
exactly except fts exactness?" Never- 
theless, Goethe realized' the Import- 
ance of mathematics In .the Inveitlga- 
yon of nature. ; ''^'itli' his amazing 
capacity for self -metamorphosis," said 
the speakor^l^ÉMlev^Goetho could 
have been;flB^^^nn55*ftl 'a niuslclan 
or a .niathematician." • 

Professor ' H. Oertel, the. second 
speaker, dealt In his lecture with 
Goethe.'* scientific achievements. In 
his pçenlng remarks, ha . 'pointed -^ oiit 
"that Goethe's relation to science Is' 
uniqué^ln that he was not principally 
a' poet 'with", scientific tendencies, but 
was basically a- scientific thinker. ,"In 
all his poetry Goethe Is science" quot-

(Continued from Pago One) 
point; solemn covenants have been 
violated, although there' has been 
much provocation In the behaviour 
of the Chinese. The destruction of 
tho^Nonni bridge was not the rea- 
son for ^he .invasion, but it was an 
excuse to carry out 'a premeditated 
plan of action In .Manchuria. 
I Japan Break Treaties. 
Even at that, tho world ■ was too 
busy to Intervene, and the Chinese 
protests were- but half-hearted ones. 
But- '^galn ■ we < must recognise the 
fact- that Japan has set aside solemn 
treaties like so many scraps of paper. 
Shanghai, however Is a mucli more 
serious Affair. There wad no pro- 
vocation for this murderous attack; 
<vlth. the .;«f<'U8e. that . China is riot 
a nation ' So'.' tli'at no treaties are be.' 
Ing broken anyway. "I rejoice as 
a man and as a soldier at the Chin- 
ese resistance." • The idea of .declar- 
ing -ivar on a country because it pre- 
fers riot to' 'trade with you shows 
that wo ' have not advanced far 
islnco primitive times, and are still 
iwar-mlnded. 

_ We can draw no definite conclu- 
sions 'from the press dispatches from 
Shanghai -up to date. ' According to 
the casuhlities the ' whole affair 
would ha'vo boon a 'very n^^Inor one 
in tho last .war. Nevertheless, the 
breaking of obligations .incurred 
under the League of Nations coven- 
,ant, tlie Washington Treaty; and the 
Kellogg-Briand Pact -will have ser- 
ious effects upon the League and tho 
Disarmament Conference. ' 

At the present time, total disarma- 
ment .ia impossible, but \\'hat we 
want is the Disarmament mind as 
opposed to' the ..war mind, which is 
Ireàlly very prevalent still.
